CLAMOR RISES 
FOR NATIONAL 
CONSCRIPTION 


Press Urges Move As Re- 
ply To Germany's 
Dictator 


LONDON, March 17. — Lord 
Beaverbrook’s Evening Standard 
today joined the rising cry of the 
British press for early institution 
of national conscription as a “re- 
ply to the events of the past few 
days.” 

Only by brandishing the weapons 
of conscription, the paper said, 
could the dictator of Germany be 
taught that British democracy had 
the capacity to serve and an ideal 
to cherish more formidable than 
any which a totalitarian edict could 
enforce. 


READY LAST MARCH 

“The people were ready for con- 
March when Nazi

tier,” the Standard declared. “They 
were ready again last September. 
They were doubly ready today. No 
general election is needed for the 
British people to express their 
readiness for service.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Pre- 
sident Roosevelt said today Buro-

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W. M. Neal, C. P. R. 
Flays Duplication 
Transport Services 


VANCOUVER, B.C., March 17— 
Extravagance, waste and unjusti- 
fied excursions into the field of 
duplication of transportation and 
allied facilities in Canada, were 


brought under fire by W. M, Neal, 
vice-president of western lines, 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, before 
the Transportation and Customs 
Bureau of the Vancouver Board 
of Trade here today. 


“There is in Canada no commun- 
{ty that has experienced more im- 
pressive demonstration of he re- 
dundancy of transportation facilities, 
with their consequent financial bur- 
den, than has Vancouver,” he de- 
clared. 


WHITE ELEPHANT 


To the list of past blunders on 
the Pacific coast charged by the 
Winnipeg rail executive, he added 
what he termed, “The latest major 
venture in duplication,” resumption 
of work on Montreal's “Great white 
elephant”, the projected but unfin- 
ished Canadian National Railways 
terminal, where, he said, twelve 
million dollars of good money was 
now being sent after ad to 
strengthen the competitive position 
of the National system at the ex- 
pense of the public purse. 

Among the more glaring Pacific 
coast extravagances, Mr. Neal cited 
the following: 


1—The abortive attempt to create 
a new ocean port at Prince Rupert 
in competition with the port of Van- 
couver, 


2—Expensive rail construction by 
the Canadian National to further 
this end, 

3—Construction of grain elevat- 
ors in adjoining ports for the pur- 
pose of competing with, not sup- 
plementing, the efficient Burrard 
Inlet plants. 

4—Uneconomic 


large sums of money to increase 
the capacity of its line between the 
prairies and Vancouver, and this 
has been principally to assist the 
movement of grain. 

“Last autumn the rush of wheat 
to this port was the heaviest in the 
history of the company's mountain 
route. 


MUTUAL IMPORTANCE 


“The restoration of our export 
wheat markets is a subject of mu- 
ual importance to transportation 
and its partners in industry, and es- 
pecially to this city if it is to main- 
tain its position as one of the 
world’s important ports,” said Mr. 
Neal. 

Mr. Neal referred to the leader- 
ship of Hon. John Bracken, Prem- 
ier of Manitoba, and the prairie 
conference at Winnipeg in 1938 
which resulted in the formation of 
the western committee on markets 
and agricultural readjustment. He 
urged careful study of the aims of 
this committee by the Vancouver 
Board of Trade end British Colum- 
bians in general to the end that 
they might assist in every way its 
major purposes. 

In this and other activities of 
Canadian industry, the speaker 
stressed the close identity of inter- 
ests between business itself and 
transportation as a whole, and the 
urgent necessity of co-operative 
efforts to provide economical car- 
riage to world markets, unhamper- 
ed by undue burdens, government-

LONDON, March 17.—Chancel- 
lor Hitler's destruction of demo- 
cratic Crecho-Slovakia and his 
flagrant disavowal of the Munich 
agreement has left the British 
public gaping open-mouthed at his 
ruthlessness, asking “is he deter- 
mined to dominate the whole of 

Europe?” . 

The British public excused the 
Austrian anschluss on ethnological 
grounds. and even excused Hitler's 
prior promise not to invade his 
homeland. Cession of Sudetenland 
in the Munich agreement was

THE RHINELAND 

Going back still further, Ger- 
many'’s remilitarization of the 
Rhineland, secret rearmament and 
repudiation of the Versailles treaty 
found many apologists here. 

But when Hitler planted his 
swastika flag in Prague he seems to 
have aroused the British public 
more than at any time since his 
Nazi party swept into power in 
Germany.

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Too Much Copper 


Copper-mining companies in all pro- 
ducing countries except the United States 
agreed to reduce production 5 per cent as 
from March ist. They set production at 
100 per cent on January 1st, but accumu- 
lating stocks forced the world price down 
to 10 cents per pound. In the United 
States, where control regulations have 
held the price higher than the world level, 
some companies have also cut down out- 
put. 

This is of interest in Canada because 
of the protest made in the British House 
of Commons against the shipment of Can- 
adian copper to Germany. If this were for- 
bidden the net result would be that some 
Canadian miners would be out of work. 
Germany would draw its supplies from 
other countries, whence it already draws 
a good proportion of them. Sanctions hit 
no country but the one that imposes them. 
Only if applied simultaneously by enough 
countries to virtually shut off the supply 
of copper or some other war material, 
would they hamper and perhaps check 
aggressor states. 


How Bargain With Deceit? 


Prime Minister Chamberlain is evid- 
ently doing some serious thinking about 
the workability of his policy of appease- 
ment, He instructed the British ambas- 
sador at Berlin to ask questions about 
Czechoslovakia, postponed a trade mis- 
sion to the German capital, and told the | 
House of Commons Hitler’s ramp came as 
a “shock to confidence”. Premier Daladier 
no doubt is thinking and acting along the 
same lines, and feeling the same reaction. 

The appeasement policy is based on 
the supposition that the dictators will 
keep their word. How that supposition 
could be entertained in the light of their 
records of evasion is a mystery. At best 
it was a case of hoping they would, under 
influence of the charity which “believeth 
all things”. Czechoslovakia is the answer 
as to how much they can be trusted. Hit- 
ler, pledged to defend the integrity of that 
state, has forcibly annexed half of it and 
conspired to the break-up of the remain- 
der. 

The Fuehrer has done no more than 
Mussolini did in Spain and the Japanese 
ally in China. Treachery and deceit have 
been the diplomatic capital of the Trinity 
of Threat. The Czechoslovakian business 
only proves that they are still trading on 
the credulity of statesmen who believe all 
men as honest as themselves. 


A Refugee Nation 


Whether the invaders of their country 
start fighting over its remains or make a 
robbers’ bargain to share the loot, can 
make little difference to the Czechs ultim- 
ately. As a nation they have passed out 
of the picture. They are now a people 
without a country. Nearly half of them 
live in the provinces which formally broke 
away from the federation. The remainder 
in the two old provinces of Bohemia and 
Moravia have been brought directly under 
Nazi discipline as subjects of the Reich— 
the first non-Germanic people to meet 
that fate. 

In whichever section they live, the | 
Czechs will be under foreign rule, and for 
them foreign rule means hostile rule. That 
will be particularly so in the provinces an- 
nexed to Germany. This was the “fort- 
ress” erected at Versailles against ty- 
ranny in mid-Europe, and the Czechs were | 
the keepers of the fortress. The strong- 
hold has passed into Hitler's hands. The 

garrison cannot expect mercy. 

One matter of immediate importance 
to other countries is that another multi- 
tude of refugees will now be clamoring 
for asylum. There are more than 20,000 
Jews in Bohemia and Moravia, probably 


a8 many in the other provinces. These 

will have to get out as a matter of course. 
And of the 7,000,000 Czechs it may be | 

assumed that a large proportion will ask 


for permission to live elsewhere rather 
than endure the treatment they must ex- 
pect from the Fuehrer, who has reviled 
them as consistently as the Jews. Where 
are these most deserving people to find 


homes under the system of free govern- 
ment for which they have suffered so 
much?

During the seven months from August 
to the end of February, including the 
qwetest months of the year in building 


| activity, loans totalling $7,931,575 were 
taken out under the Dominion housing 
scheme, to provide living accommodation 
for 2,273 families. There was an increase 
of 99 per cent in the number of loans, 
compared with figures for the corre- 
sponding period a year before, and an in- 
crease of 125 per cent in the number of 
houses and apartments thus financed. 

From the inception of the scheme until 
the end of February the loans issued 
reached a total of $29,087,230. The loans 
numbered 7,568, representing new living 
quarters for perhaps 8,000 to 10,000 
families. In Prince Edward Island 15 
loans had been made, in Nova Scotia 448, 
in New Brunswick 122, in Quebec 1,926, 
in Ontario 3,525, in Manitoba 251, in Sas- 
katchewan 7, in British Columbia 1,274, 
and in Alberta 0. 

The reason for the hundred per cent 
failure of the housing scheme in Alberta 
has been said to be unwillingness on the 
part of loan companies to do business in 
this province because of legislation relat- 
ing to the collection of mortgage pay- 
ments. If that has been the barrier, sus- 
pension of the legislation in respect to 
houses built under the scheme—to be 
made at the present session of the legis- 
lature, should result in a building boom in 
this province next summer. 

Alberta is now in arrears to the extent 
of three years’ construction, compared 
with the other provinces, and housing 
conditions in this province were no more 
satisfactory than elsewhere three years 
ago. Taking the average of houses built 
in the other eight provinces, Alberta has 
a shortage of 900 houses to catch up be- 
fore its people will be as well housed. As 
Edmonton is the most rapidly growing 
centre in the province, about half these 
unbuilt houses should be in existence 
in this city now, to put living conditions 
here on the footing that prevails in 
centres of comparable size in most of the 
other provinces, 

If suspension of the supposed hinder- 
ing legislation does not induce the loan 
companies to resume business in Alberta, 
the city council will need the power it is 
asking to function as a “lending institu- 
tion” and thus initiate house-building in 
Edmonton on a broad scale. 

There is no assurance, and can be no 
assurance in advance, that the companies 
will resume lending when the restrictions 
have been removed. It is likely they will, 
in which event the city need not go into 
the loaning business. But should they not 
do so, council should be in position to 
break the deadlock and get action started. 

Edmonton has to have more houses. 
If these cannot be financed in the usual 
way they will have to be financed some 


other way.

Hon. Ian Mackenzie: In the proposals now 
offered to the house under this resolution, and 
to be elaborated in detail in the bill consequent 
upon it, I believe that we have gone further than 
any other government, in the United States, in 
Great Britain or any other democratic nation 
which believes in upholding the institution of 
competitive industry. 

The bill that is to be submitted to this house 
consequent upon the adoption of the resolution 
I am now discussing provides that maximum 
profits upon defence contracts shall not exceed 
five per cent per annum on working capital actu- 
ally utilized in the performance of the contract, 
and this is to be achieved by the simple, clear 
and definite process of taxing away the excess. 
May I therefore explain the procedure that is 
contemplated in its logical sequence. 

The purchasing board will consist of a per- 
manent, salaried chairman who will give his full 
time to this work, and the other three members 
will be paid a per diem allowance for attending 
meetings, and their actual travelling and living 
expenses. The board will make all purchases 
and let all contracts for the Department of 
National Defence where the amount involved 
exceeds $5,000. The procedure will be for the 
Department of National Defence to requisition 
the purchasing board for each requirement. Full 
information must be imparted as to the reason 
for the requisition, stocks in hand, and also in 
regard to other matters. The board may vary 
the requisition but not without the consent of the 
Minister of National Defence. The board will 
then have a completely free hand in negotiating 
the contracts and in thé supervision of their 
execution. Each contract must be recommended 
to council and approved by council before being 
let. 

This, in my judgment, gives even a closer de- 
gree of government control than under the war 
purchasing commission during the last war. The 
war purchasing commission had power to enter 
into contracts without any reference whatsoever 
to council. This act requires that every contract 
shall be approved by council and therefore the 
principle of ministerial responsibility is regarded. 
The government is thus given a threefold check 
upon these contracts: through the Minister of 
National Defence, who makes the recommenda- 
tion; the Minister of Finance, who, subject to the 
consent of council, gives authorization; the Min- 
ister of National Revenue, who, when profits are 
made in excess of five per cent, is responsible 
for the taxation of excess profits. 

The bill lays down as a cardinal principle that 
where competitive bidding is practicable there 
shall be competitive bidding by advertisement 
in the public press. The bill also lays down that 
as far as possible the purchases shall be made in 
the Dominion of Canada. If it is considered 
necessary to purchase outside of Canada the 
board must report to the government, giving its 
reason therefor. If, after competitive bidding, 
the board deems it not in the public interest to 
award the contract to the lowest bidder, the act 
requires that it shall report to council giving its 
reason therefor. 

Then there comes the type of contract where 
competitive bidding is not possible. These con- 
ditions arise with respect to arms and munitions 
contracts more often than in ordinary business, 
for two main reasons: first, there are sometimes 
secret specifications which it is not in the public 
interest to distribute among miscellaneous con- 
tractors for bidding purposes; and, second, there 
are especially in a small country like Canada, 
which has had no past experience in arms manu- 
facture, sometimes undertakings of an involved 
and technical character with which industry in 
this country has had no past experience and on 
which there is no sound basis for estimating costs 
in advance. In such cases firms tendering have a 
tendency to allow very wide margins for unfore- 
seen hazards. 

Where competitive bids are not possible we 
have worked out, in my judgment, the most 
drastic system of profit control ever enacted, so 
far as we could ascertain. The key clause pro- 
vides that the maximum profit shall be limited to 
an amount equal to five per cent per annum on 


“the average amount of capital employed in the 


performance of the contract. 

Mr. MacNicol: Will the minister be good 
enough to read that again? 

Mr. Mackenzie (Vancouver): Yes, with 
pleasure. The key clause provides that the maxi- 
mum profit shall be limited to an amount equal 
to five per cent per annum of the aversge amount 
of capital employed in the performance of the 
contract. The bill then provides that a tax shall 
be levied on the contractor equivalent to the 
amount by which his net profit exceeds the five 
per cent. The actual amount of capital is de- 
fined as follows: 

The actual cost less depreciation of the 
physical assets including plant, machinery, 
equipment and working capital which are em- 
ployed in the performance of the contract. 


In my judgment this is the most drastic tax on 
arms and munitions profits ever imposed. It is 
stiffer than was the war measure of Lloyd 
George in England. It is a tax on the whole of 
the profits which exceed five per cent of working 
capital fitilized, and hon. members will agree that 
five per cent is a relatively low return on any 
industrial undertaking. We are proposing to 
impose that tax now in our peace time expendi- 
tures in regard to our national preparedness.

Justice Manson's opinion that it was ultra vires 
was reversed by the Privy Council. In that case 
Mr. Justice Manson has since expressed his opin- 
ion from the bench that the Privy Council was 
wrong in its view of the law. 

Years ago, I knew another legal luminary 
who was not filled with respect for the highest 
tribunal in the Empire, after it had reversed 
some of his decisions. He was Col. George T. 
Denison, in the days when his witty sallies made 
his conduct of the Toronto Police Court good 
newspaper copy. Came a morning when counsel 
rose to compliment the magistrate that one of 
his decisions had been upheld by the Privy 
Council. 

Col. Denison bowed his acknowledgments. 
“Yet I still think I was right,” he said.

slayer, the victim or both 
having been imbibing. A husband beat his wife 
to death because dinner was late. A lunchroom 
proprietor shot a customer after an argument 
over the quality of a sandwich. One man killed 
another after disputing who should first play 
a nickelodean. A youth kills his mother because 
she upbraids him for drinking. A friend kills 
another in a dispute over a 25 cent debt. There 
is no matter too trivial for a deadly-quarrel. 
Twist the kaleidoscope of the mind ever so 
slightly, so that bits of emotion fall into a new 
and abnormal pattern, and the lust to kill takes 
possession. Perhaps the very trivialness of these 
causes puts victims of temper off guard. 

Homicides resulting from jealousy or thwarted 
love totalled 88 out of the 500 cases. A significant 
thing is that the “beloved” is far more frequently 
the victim than the hated rival. Of the 88 
jealousy murders the loved person was killed in 
53 instances. Perhaps it’s true as Oscar Wilde 
wrote in his “Ballad of Reading Jail’”—written 
when he was a convict: 

For each man kills the thing he loves, 
By each let this be heard: 

The brave man does it with a knife, 
The coward with a word. 

To the psychiatrist, the finding will carry 
more meaning than to the ordinary reader. The 
best the lay reader can do is to be on guard 
against sudden flarings up of temper from trivial 
causes. Half the murders studied resulted from 
them,

On This Date

When was St. Patrick's Day first 
celebrated in Canada? That is a 
question which I have been trying 
to answer for years without success. 
Possibly there may have been men 
of Irish blood or descent in the 
French armies in Canada before 
1759, but there is, so far as I know, 
no record of such. My impression 
is that the first St, Patrick’s Day 
observance would have been ‘n 
hungry, besieged Quebec in March, 
1760, when Murray was hard preas- 
ed by deLevis and was awaiting the 
coming the next month of that Brit- 
ish warship, whose display of the 
white ensign told that Britain still 
held the St. Lawrence, that France's 
doom in America was sealed, and 
that Vaudreuil and deLevis must 
abandon all hope of succor and 
fight the issue out at Montreal, as 
they did in the following Septem- 
ber. Murray had Irish regiments 
with him; he had Irish-born offic- 
ers, and we can take it for granted 
that they did not forget the Saint 
of Erin, 

There is a record of a military 
celebration of March 17 at Quebec 
in 1765; that is the first I have been 
able to find. But it was not until 
1819 (120 years ago today) that the 
first civil St, Patrick's Day parade 
took place at Quebec, But here 
again Nova Scotia, that “Province 
of First Things,” intervenes and as- 
serts that March 17 was celebrated 
in Halifax the very first year after 
the founding of the town in 1749, 
stress being laid upon the fact that 
Cornwallis himself and such of nis 
aides as Bulkley, Morris, Piers and 
Beamish were of Irish birth, and, 
therefore, certain to have remem- 
bered March 17. A charitable Irish 
Society was founded at Halifax Jan, 
17, 1786, and held a banquet two 
months Jater. That society is still 
in existence and celebrated it ses- 
quicentennial in 1936. 

St, Patrick's society, Montreal, 
was organized in 1834. In Toronto 
and elsewhere in Upper Canada St 
Patrick's societies were slow in 
arriving. Many Irish organizations 
to which men of both Roman Cathu- 
lic and Protestant faiths belonged 
were formed, but dissensions broke, 
and separate societies were formed 

Sad to say there have been riots 
in Upper Canada in the past on 
several St, Patrick's Days, notably 
in and around Toronto and the 
Niagara country. Thanks be, those 
days have passed. Now St, Patrick's 
Day can be observed by both sec- 
tions of the Irish population in 
Canada without even hard words. 
In that respect, at any rate, we have 
progressed

Unanimous Approval Giv-| 
en Resolution Moved By 
J. W. Beaudry 


Unanimous approval was given 
by the legislature on Thursday, to 
& resolution urging removal of 
railway freight rates discrimina- 
tion against Alberta. Coupled 


with the resolution were sugges- | 


tions for formation of a perman- 
nent non-partisan organization to | 
urge immediate action on this 
matter, | 


In the course of the discussion, A. 
V. Bourcier, S.C., Lac Ste Anne de- 
clared that the people could not be 
blamed for weighing advantages of | 
a separate government for the west 
when such disadvantages as railway 
freight rates were in existence. He | 
stressed the fact that he was not ad- 
vocating secession. 


The resolution, which was moved 
by J. W. Beaudry, S.C. St. Paul, 
contended that the general railway 
rate structure, by its close associa- 
tion with both production and con- 
sumption, tariffs and treaties, placed | 
a disproportionately heavy burden 
on Alberta, which resulted in in- 
creased living costs and constituted 
“an unwarranted discrimination 
against Alberta.” 

“In view of the existing discrim- | 
ination against this province,” said 


| 


the resolution, the Alberta govern- 
ment “should request the Board of | 
Transport Commissioners for Can- 
ada to take immediate steps to 
remedy the existing situation by 
ordering the railway companies 
operating in Alberta to file such 
tariffs of tolls as will put an end to} 
the said discrimination.” 

Moved by Mr, Beaudry at a previ-| 
ous sitting, the resolution was sec- | 
onded by W. E. Hayes, S.C., Stony 
Plain, who declared that if the 
burden could not be adjusted 
through freight rate changes then 
some form cf subsidy should be 
adopted He believed, however, 
that proper adjustments could be 
made, 


DEVELOPMENT CHECKED 

Development of natural resources | 
was checked because of the high| 
freight rates, declared Mr. Hayes. He 
cited the supplies of oil and declar- 


should be established so that it 
could be marketed economically. He | 
warned the alternative was a pri-|

“Alberta now produces sufficient 
oil to meet the requirements of the 
tariff board in defining petroleum 
for tariff purposes as a commodity 
‘of a kind produced in Canada’,”| 
said Mr. Hayes. “I wonder if it is 
produced in the wrong province?” 
he asked, 


MOST UNJUST 

Mr. Hayes termed the freight 

problem “one of the most unjust, 
stupid and dangerous issues which 
is jeopardizing confederation.” Har- 
mony could not be achieved and 
unity of the nation established when 
the people in the prairie provinces 
were penalized because of their dis- 
tance from the eastern seaboard. 
+ Supporting the resolution al- 
though criticizing its construction, 
Gerald O'Connor, Liberal, Edmon- 
ton, declared freight rates were only 
one problem. The Alberta govern- 
ment should have submitted its 
brief to the Rowell commission on 
Dominion-provincial relations to 
outline all problems. 

Industrial, farm, labor and other 
organizations should contribute one | 
member each to a delegation to 
press for adjustment, said H. E.| 
Ingrey, S.C., Drumheller. And to 
make sure that attention was at- 
tracted each member of the delega- | 
tion should be dressed in a uniform | 
made “of that high-priced flannel- 
ette,” he added. 

Dr. H. K. Brown, S.C., Pembina, 
said there was nothing to prevent 
the Rowell commission from ac- 
quainting itself with the adverse 
freight rates. He suggested an effort 
should be made outside the legis- 
lature to organize a non-partisan 
organization that would press for 
immediate action on reduction of 
rates. 


BOURCIER SPEAKS 

People could not be blamed for 
weighing the advantages of a sep- 
arate government for the west when 
such things as freight rate discrim- 
ination existed, said Mr. Bourcier, 
“I do not advocate secession but the 
Dominion government should be 
warned there is danger in that 
direction,” he added. 

The matter should not be allowed 
to end with the passing of the reso- 
lution, declared D. M. Duggan, Con- 
servative leader? Other steps should 
be taken to assure that something 
is accomplished. He proposed the 
government made available to al?

Amateur Fighters Collect 
CHAPTER IX (Cont.) 


MATEUR boxing is the greatest professional racket in all 
sport—unless it is amateur hockey that is worse—and 


| the reason why a boy today finds it more profitable to box 
as an amateur than to turn professional is purely economic. 
Amateur boxing was always something of a petty profes- 


| sional racket, but never to the extent that it has become in § 


recent years. 


In the palmy days of profes- 
sional boxing, amateur boxing 
was mostly a training ground 
for youngsters who intended to 
turn professional eventually. 
With professional boxing in the 
ascendancy, amateur bouts were 
not particularly well attended, 


and there wasn't much money 
for the amateur boxers, They 
took 


it out in experience and 
publicity, As 
soon as they 
were able they 
turned projes- 
sional and be- 
gan to cash in. 


But when the 
bottom fell out 
of boxing, as it 
did of everything 
else, in 1929 
most of the pro- 
fessional fight 

| Paul Gallico clubs folded up 


The fight patron then turned to tie 
amateur clubs for his entertainment 
| The amateur clubs had something 
to offer—rattling good fights at 
cheep prices—for a dollar or two- 
| dollar top, at the highest, because 
| they had cheap labor 

Even the smallest professional 
club, putting on a star bout, a 
| semi-final, and preliminaries, could 
not stage a show under $1.500 
| $2,000. But an amateur organizatior 
| could and did stage boxing shows 
with no more expense than three cr 
| four hundred dollars, and underse!l 
the professional outfits on admis- 
sion price. 
WATCHES AND SUITS 


Professional boxers were a drug 
on the market, with no place to ply 
their trade. The smart amateur 
boxer with skill and a little coior 
soon discovered that he could make 
| better wages fighting often as an 
| amateur than fighting infrequently 
|or not at all as a professional. His 
price was low: a semi-gold watch, 
salablé at circa twenty dollars, oc- 
casionally a fifty-dollar bill or a 
couple of suits of clothes. At that 
price a club could present an eve- 
| ning of fifteen amateur bouts, in- 
cluding two or three four-man 
classes in which two out of the four 
| men in the class, the two losers, 
| ceived nothing; and after the win- 
{ners were paid off or rewarded, a| 
| small probit remained for the clubs, 
| the public had seen a good card, 
and everybody was happy 
| The boys, many of them, could 
| and did box two and three times 
a week, made their little stakes, 
and were satisfied. Even had 
times been good, they could have 
boxed no more than once a month 
as professionals, or perhaps twice, 
with a manager cutting a third off 
their purses and taking a third | 
more for expenses, | 

There was nothing particularly! 
vicious about this system, except 
| the fashion, perhaps, of calling it} 
| amateur sport, None of the amateur 
boxers became millionaires, Most of 
| them had families which they help- 
}ed to support by this means. The 
| bouts were short—three rounds— 
| they didn’t get badly hurt, and the 
| fifty or seventy-five dollars a week 
| they were able to bring home dur- 
ing the hard times, with the father | 
of the family mostly unemployed | 
jand many mouths to feed, was 
| strictly money from heaven. 


HOW COME “AMATEUR”? 

But is there any interpretation 
under which these boys could be| 
considered amateurs? Yet, register- 
ed under and controlled by the 
Amateur Athletic Union, they 
fought, ostensibly, what the news- 
papers liked to call “Simon-pure”; 
and not one in ten ever was a pure 
amateur, either in spirit or in fact. | 

The kids learn quickly. The first | 
prize won by a novice boxer usually | 
finds its place on the family altar of | 
important keepsakes. His first wrist- 
watch goes around his wrist, his| 
second to his best friend, and there. | 


in a futile attempt to protect its 
precious amateurism there is an 
A.A.U, ruling that all prizes must 
be engraved or inscribed. This is 
slightly darnaging to the ressle;: 
value, But the boys sell them any- 
way for what they can get, 
SHUT-EYE POLICY
